AROUND THE CORNER

Did you sec the Charles Plumb cartoon in Janu- 
ary issue of Cartoons Magazine? 

THE MARKET UPS AND DOWNS was the 
title. It filled page 68. 

Did you notice the credit line — “ Plumb for the 
Illinois Agricultural Association "? 

That means something! It means that Charles 
Plumb has won recognition of the official organiza- 
tion consisting of over 100,000 agricultural leaders 
of a great state, and is busy making cartoons for 
the betterment of farm conditions.
